A Mother Who Wanh to Write 

Determined to defend her son's name, 
Marguerite Oswald last week delivered 
a monologue before the Warren Com- 
mission in Washington. Sie carried with 
her a shoulder bag conulning letters 
that Ue Harvey Oswald bad written to 
her from the Soviet Union, as well as 
several undisclosed "donments." Pre- 
cisely what, she tirid the commission was 
iM made public, but it was evident" 
that the patient investigators learned lit-' 
tie that was new or peninent. Mrs. 
Oswald, said Chief Justice Eari Warren, 
produced nothing that would change 
the picture." 

A Po'sitive Person. Away from the 
MMimlssion's hearing room, she held 
court for reponen. "I can talk for 
hours," she said. She insisted thit Lee 
Oswald had been an agent for the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency, and that he 
had been set up to take the blame" for 
the Kennedy assassination. He was the 
scapegoat she said. mis[HXHiouncing it 
as scrapgoat." Frequently referring to 
hrni in the present tense, she asked: 
Who can prove he is not a CIA agent? 
He isn't going to say he's a CIA agent, 
and the Government Isn't going to sav 
he IS. Ue, being an agent would not * 
aty so to anyone." If he was, he didn't 
tell CIA Chief John McCone. who hast- 
ily announced that Oswald had' never 
worked for his outfit 

Undaunted, Mn. Oswald vowed to 
reportera that. "I'm a positive person. 
You know, I have a philosophy. I have 
a deep sense of justice. 1 even think a 
Communist is a human being; Even if 
my son is a Marxist, he is a human be- 
in».,Even Buddhists are human beings- 
Catholics, Jews and Negroes, or what- 
ever our religion, we are ail human 
Wngs. We live and breathe the same 
frep air. I don't think a name means 
anything.' Just because you're a hijjh 
official, it doesn't mean anythiAg. h's 
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ihe man behi JKaame. oppose you 
are a high oflHl|p^t doesn't iffipress 
me. Even a Conuniiotst may have won- 
derful views." 

"I'm fndigrwint." Mrs. Oswald is not 

very high on one official in particular 

Lyndon Johnson. She was offended be- 
cause the President did not inviie her 
to the White House during her Wash- 
ington visit. She was also miffed because 
Jackie Kennedy had neglected to send 
condoiences when Lee Oswald wns shot 
; 'After all," Mrs. Oswald said, "we loved 
■ Lee just as much as she loved her hus- 
band. We're human beings, too. I'm in- 
dignant at her. nnd I resent her ihinkina 
we re not as good as she is:" 

Marguerite Oswald claims that she has 
plenty more to tell, but she is saving it. 
"I have' to have someihing left to write' 
about, don't I?" she said to a reporter 
I can't tell you everything." She dIsdi 
to visit some New York publishers, 
hopes to get an advance of 525,000 or 
$50,000 for a book she intends to write. 
I don t even think I II have to have a 
ghostwriter for my book," she muses. 
No. I doa : ^Vl.nI one. i believe I can 
write the book by just dictating." 


REPUBLICANS 
Finally, Zeroing In 

l,ike their less ambitious party col- 
leagues, the busy Republican presi- 
-dential hopefuls, after several weeks 
of higgledy-piggledy campaigning, final- 
ly seemed to be zeroing in on President 
Johasons foreign policy, or the lack 
thereof. 

Tailonng ha. talk to the locale. Barry 
Goldwater told an audience of 400 in 
dice-shooting Reno. Nev.. that John- 
son 1 handling of foreign affairs remind- 
ed htm of a fellow that just crapped 
out SIX times in a row.- In New Hamp- 
shire, Nelson Rockefeller said the Prw- 
idcnt has shown a lack of ability to

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keep on top of the important things in 
foreign policy." Richard Nixon said in 
Cincinnati that he found it hard "to 
name any place in the world where the 
U.S. IS not being blackmailed, threat- 
ened, insulted or knocked around by 
some pip-squeak dictator." Pennsylva- 
nia s Governor William Scranton said 
foreign policy was becoming the No. 
1 campaign issue in 1964. urged the 
G.O.P. to "take advantage of this." 

"L«n of a Menoct." But then, back 
to the higgledy-piggledy. Goldwater, 
whose campaign to date has had all the 
zip of a snapped rubber band, left New 
Haminhire's sub-zero climate for a re- 
gion he finds more hospitable, the Far 
West. In Portland, he was greeted by 
an airport crowd of 300 sporting cow- 
boy hats with the AuHp symbol and 
signs inscribed, out west we like 
BARRY BEST, and he drew 5,000 with 
a speech at the city's new Coliseum. 
Arrivmg in San Francisco, Goldwater 
told newsmen that the John Birch Soci- 
ety's latest attack on John F. Kennedy 
as a Communist dupe was "detestable," 
but he refused to disavow Birchite sup- 
pon. "The John Birch Society is far 
less of a menace to the U.S. than the 
Americans for Democratic Action or 
the U.A.W.." he said. "These are the 
people who advocate socialism." Up on 
Nob Hill. Barry got an enthusiastic re- 
ception from Z.OOa at tfie Common- 
wealth Qub. and in Sacramento, he 
predicted that the wiiiner of California's 
June 2 primary "will be the Republican 
nominee." Added he; "I intend to win 
in California — win big." 

Throughout the week Barry hit the 
theme of party unity, warning, "We 
can't afford the luxury of infighting." 
He said that he and Rocky were actual- 
ly closer on the issue of "welfarism" 
than such Democrats as. say. Wayne 
Morse and Harry Byrd. But that still 
left them mighty far apart, and Bar- 
ry could not resist wisecracking that a 
race between Rockefeller and Johnson 
would be a choice of Tweedledee and 
Tweedledum." 

SnowsHoM & Shis. Meanwhile, Rocky 
and Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
were stepping up their campaigns in 
New Hampshire. The lady from Maine 
rose with the sun, stomped around in a r 
beaver-skin coat to shield her from tem- f 
peratures that reached 29 below zero, i 
donned snowshoes to clump around in ' 
the Canadian border town of Pittsburg p 
{pop. 200). Annoyed that press rworts t 
invariably mention her age, she said 
that "Winston Churchill was three years t 
«der than I when he fint became ' 
Pnme Minister." (Actually, he was 65 ■ 
to Maggie's 66.) She also proved that I 
sl» has energy enough for a pair of £ 
33-year-olds, s<iueezing in two hours of ' 
campaigning before breakfast at 8:30 t 
and making stops in places like Ells- [ 
worth, which has all of nine registered t 
voters. l. 

As for Rocky, he rambled through ^ 
picturesque hamlets in a chartered bus, 
seemed to thrive on an endless round 


of "Hi there, fellah" sessions en fiu;;n 
street corners. Happy, five montiis nr^s- 
nant. stayed at home, but she managmi 
to make the papers anyway by taking 
two of her four children — Wendy and 
Jamie — to hear the Beatles nt Carne- 
gie Hall (see Show flusiN'E.ss>. Rocky 
dropped in on Albany long enough to 
pose with a bunch of Boy Scouts, look- 
ing for all the worid as if he were 
the one who had just been awarded 
the Eagle badge. But he devoted most 
of his energy to New Hampshire. He 
climbed a 5-ft. ladder .to shake hands 
with three girls who were leaning out 
of a second-story window in Dover, 
dropped in at a Conloocook beauty 
parlor to chat with the ladies, and only 
once during the week did he seem 
slightly rattled. That came during a visit 
to Mount Sunapee State Park, when 
he was shaking hands with skiers and 
a six-year-oId boy protested: "Rocke- 
feller, will you get off my skis!". 

You First. Among the rest' of the 
field, Nixon visited Philadelphia and 
Cincinnati, laid on trips to Florida and 
Illinois in his avid nonpursuit of the 
nomination. Candidate Harold Stasicn, 
who looks and sounds more like a non- 
candidate than the noncandidates them- 
selves, admitted to Harvard's Young 
Republicans that he was "at the bot- 
tom of the totem pole" in New Hamp- 
shire.
